A free hot dog day, field trips like 
Youth in Govt. were good times. 
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Around School, 
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The additions to the Band Room and the Vo- 
cational Tech Shop were the most obvious 
changes around school, but the addition of a 
new “‘sophs”’ parking lot south of the football 
field and stickers to designate grade levels for 
parking — seniors only in the middle lot — 
had an impact on PCHS, too. 

Pinckneyville saw some changes with the move 
of the Driver’s License office and the con- 
struction of Casey’s General Store on the for- 
mer site. The Democrat moved to West Water 
Street, a new dentist’s office on Walnut Street, 
apartments at the edge of Imperial Heights all 
were signs of change and progress, rolling to- 
ward the end of the 1900's.
